BADLY CROWDED 


The Board os Education 
of 
i^da 
City Schools met in 'osuia* session 
Monday evening, I'* b. 3rd, a lib L. T. 
Walters, J. H. Collins and 
W. 
L. 
W hitak er present. Outside of the reg­ 
ular routine of business, the Board 
had under consideration other m at­ 
ters looking toward the future im­ 
provem ent of the city schools. 
In 
order that the plans for the organi­ 
zation of the H. S. V. l \ S. unit in 
the Ada High school might be per­ 
fected, A. L. Fentem, Chas. Rayburn 
anc D. T. Bradshaw were named by 
I the board as its official 
council 
to 
.perfect the organization and proceed 
n rith the work. 
Another m atte r of vital importance 
■to the school community was the defi­ 
n i t e steps taken toward another ward 
bounding. The s u p e r i n t e n d e d report 
for the month ending December 30th 
hows that conditions are crowded in 
so me of the buildings now and that 
steps should be taken toward reliev­ 
ing thi.- congested condition before 
a n o ther year. Commenting upon this 
particular feature of bis report. Supt. 
J. E. Hickman said: "A m atter that 
concerns every patron of the schools 
interested in good schools and in giv­ 
ing every child in Ada an opportun­ 
ity to get its full share of school a d ­ 
vantages is the fact th a t at the pres­ 
ent time, of the thirty-six rooms in 
the grades, there are twenty th at 
have forty or more children enrolled. 
Of this num ber th ere are eight rooms 
that have between fifty and sixty and 
lour that have sixty or more enroll­ 
ed. Unfortunately the four th at have 
sixty or more are the ID grades, the 
beginners th at need special attention. 


For the greater part of this semester 
t< hse four grades have been on the 
half day hnsi* ss has been the third 
grade at the *outh ward. W ith the 
beginning of the new semester, our 
enrollment will increase fifty or m ore. 
a sufficient increase to justify an ad­ 
ditional teacher.

quart. 
The food allowance for each resi­ 
dent of Coblenz tor the week from 
December 30 to J a n u a r y 5 was as 
follows: Bread, four 
pounds 
and 
eight ounces; cereal (barley! seven 
ounces; 
potatoes, 
seven 
pounds; 
meat, seven ounces, soup stock, sev­ 
en ounces; m argarine, two 
ounces; 
artificial honey, five ounces. The al­ 
lowance is virtually tin* same as the 
week before, excepting that during 
the week previous fourteen ounces of 
meat were allowed and each individ­ 
ual v« as allowed five ounces of jam 
and i even ounces of sugar. 
Butter and eggs are 
not 
to 
be 
found in the markets, but surrepti­ 
tiously a trade in them is carried on. 
An egg is worth from a m ark to a 
mark and a half, and butter brings 
from fift**« n to 
twenty 
m ark s, a 
pound. Special efforts 
have 
been 
made recently by the German civil 
authorities to stamp out this trading 
in luxuries which, they contend, has 
been continued for years.
